Yelerday acerunis weie received in town that a con- 
tention, ferrous in its confequences, occurred on Saturday 
lait in the vicrney of Dundalk, In matters of this nature 
at a diltauce from the feene of difturbance, and with only 
the dire€tion of report, we cannot be fuppofed very accu- 
tee. The general rumour however, is that a number of 
€{.Seted pei fons aflembled at a wood in the above men- 


‘toued nerghbourhood, were engaged in cutting down fome 


of the lighter timber for the purpofe of adapting them to 
pses. Information being received by ceriain magiftrates 
of the dili€, a detachment of welch fencibles, with 
fome of our own Militia, were ordered forth, and with 
promptitude obeyed. The infurgents were attacked, and 
tweive or fourteen are faid to have been killea, with an 
¢qual number made prifoners, moft of whom are griev- 
oufly wounded, 

Accounts from Paris of the 16th May, fay, that the Ex- 
ecutive Die€tory had appointed Buonapaite, (brother of 
the Genera!) Ambaffador to Rome---and Scherer, Conful 
General, to refide at New-York. Mr Scherer is brother 
touhe Genera! of that name.
